There has been some honest criticism of the League 
of Nations on the part of Elihu Root, Charles E. 
Hughes and men of that type, who have felt that 
there was insufficient recognition of the past devel- 
opment of law as the basis of‘the new world order; 
and who feared a substitution of a political system 
founded upon expediency. To those holding this | 
view, the choice of M. Leon Bourgeois as the guid-) 
ing figure in the council must be received with sat- 
isfaction. While M. Bourgeois is President of the 
French Senate and has been Premier and Chief of the 
Foreign Office of France, he is best known to the 
American legal world as the head of the French dele- 
gation to the first Hague conference, the president 
of the first commission, which dealt so successfully 
with arbitration, and as essentially a jurist in 
thought. 

In utterance after utterance in the first, as well 
ds the second conference, he revealed his attachment 
to the principle that the security of the law ought 
first to be organized, asserting that “peace without 
law is not peace.” Elaborating this thought before 
the first conference of 1898, he said: 


Gentlemen, what is now the ruJa smong iIn- 
dividual men will hereafter obtain among nations. 
Such international institutions as these will be 
the protection of the weak against the powerful. 
In the conflicts of brute force, where fighters of 
flesh and with steel are in line, we may speak of 
Great Powers and small, of weak and of mighty. 
When swords are thrown in the balance, one side 
may easily outweigh the other. But in the weigh- 
ing of rights and ideas disparity ceases, and the 
rights of the smallest and the weakest powers 
count as much in the scales as those of the 
mightest. 

This conviction has guided our work, and 
throughout its pursuit our constant thought has 
been for the weak. May they at least under- 
stand our idea and justify our hopes by joining 
in the effort to bring the future of humanity
